'The western batteries, against which 


thc main assault was directed, were 
badly wrecked.

stroyed. In others many guns were dis- 
mounted.

debate tn the house on Hawaiian an- 
nexation today, Mr. Smith argued at 
considerable length the constitutional 
powiir to annex territory. 


"Annexation is not new to us,'" said 


he. "In my humble opinion the whole 
North American continent and every 
island in thc gulf and Caribbean sea, 
and such Islands in the Pacific ad may 
be deemed desirable, arc worthy of our 
ambition. .Not that we are earth hun- 
gry, but as a measure of national pro- 
tection, and advantage, it ia the duty 
of the American people to lay peaceful 
conquest wherever opportunity may be 
offered. 


"It has been argued that our consti- 


tution makes no provisions for a col- 
onial system, but if President Monroe 
had been mere.ly a lawyer, if he had 
contented himself with looking for pre- 
cedent which he was unable to find, if " 
be had consulted the jurisprudence of. 
his time and planned his action along, 
academic lines, thc greatest doctrine 
ever announced to the civilized world, 
which now bears his name,.would have 
found no voice potent enough and cour- 
ageous enough to have encircled 
the 


western hemisphere with his peaceful 
edict." 


As to an alliance with -England, Mr. 


Smith said: 


"South America and the orient are

the special needs of each locality, and 
vary its regulations to meet the cir- 
cumstances of the people." 


It may also be mentioned in this con- 


nection that the organization of the 
first territories preceded the adoption ot 
the constitution; even the office of ter- 
ritorial delegate in congress is derived 
not from the constitution, hut from the 
ordinance of 1787, and when the first 
delegate presented himself there was 
considerable doubt as to whether he 
•was entitled to a seat In the house or 
the senate. There is no rmestion of the 
power of congress to make whatever 
regulations it may please in regard to 
the government of the conquered isl- 
ands; Ote difficulties to be met are not 
legal but practical ones. 


PERMISSIBLE WEAPONS. 


The philosopher of the future will 


ind some difficulty In understanding 
the distinction between the permlcalhle 
and lorbWden means of destruction in 
present-day warfare. While we may 
perforate our enemy with bullets or 
blow him up with dynamite, we must 
not poison the bullets nor make them 
explosive unless they exceed a certain 
size. 
Above that size they may be 


made explosive, or constructed to scat- 
ter a shower of bullets over a wide 
space, but they must not be connected 
by a chain or wire. We may starve 
our enemy, but we must not poison his 
food nor pollute his water. 


It Is a mistake to suppose that mod- 


ern war utilizes all the means of de- 
struction furnished by modem science. 
In our war against chinch bugs, lo- 
custs, or rabbits, we spread amonsthem 
the virus of contagious diseases. By 
the same method directed against men 
we could exterminate entire populations 
In a few weeks. Or, if we limit our- 
selves to actual battle, no nation has 
ventured to explode in the ranks of the 
enemy bombs charged with areine or 
hydrocyanic acid, to say nothing of the 
more subtle poisons of modern synthetic

While the fruit crop is short this 
year, the prices are very good, he said. 
He pointed out that the orchardlsts ob- 
tain a better ligure for their green fruit 
in Northern California than they do 
here. For instance, grpon ding-stone 
peaches brine S3f> here, while in lh> 
northern part of the stale they corn 
nmnd a price of ?45 nnd $5" a ton. The 
fre^-stone peaches sell hi-rp for §30 
ton, while in tho north they bring $35 
and J-'O a ton. 


Mr. Hutchinson stated that lie we 


not recommend the shipment of fruit 
from this section to the northern i 
of the state, although the railroad fare 
Is only about S'i f. ton 
IE the fruit were 


accepted before shipment it would be 
all right, but It is a trick of the buyoi 
to find some fault with the product, no 
matter how good it may be. and rathei 
than ship it bacU the grower usually 
compromises nnd thus makes less pro- 
fit than if he had sold it here.

The marque- 
terie work in the room occupied by 
Philip II of Spain, in the Escurlal, was 
made from these woods, ot which the 
Spaniards know the value, and they are 
exported from the Island In large quan- 
tities. 


There are no wild animals, properly 


speaking, except wild dogs, which play 
havoc in the poultry yards.

days or two weeks or until there will 
no longer be any danger of the spread 
of contagion. The Health Officer ex- 
plained that he would have to lock the 
party up in an isolated building', but 
the Russians protested loudly at that, 
and agreed to furnish a house for the 
temporary detention of the party. That 
was satisfactory to the Health Officer. 
as otherwise the city would have to 
hpar thr cost of their maintenance until 
they were ready to be discharged. A 
vacant house in the alley between F. 
and O stilts, in the southern extrem- 
ity of the city, was secured, and tho 
party, bair and bnggage. were marched 
thither by Officers Walton. Myrten- 
sreen and Dr. Adair. Their friends fol- 
lowed close behind, not appearing to 
fear the contagion, and as they passed 
through Russian town all the people 
turned out, joining in the procession. 
A. jabber of consonants, such as was 
never 
heard 
before outside 
of the 


realms o£ the Czar, was kept up until 
thr> hnusc> was reached. 


The friends of the arrivals furnished 


the house with beds and provisions. Dr. 
Adair permitterl the grown people to 
su in and out, but strictly forbade any 
children being; allowed near the house, 
and tht.- Russians promised to comply 
with the orders. 


TJr. Adair did not have time to ex- 


amine thi1 children to ascertain whether 
they were infected with the malady, 
but he says it will be a, miracle If they 
are not. Tho people, who seem to have 
an antipathy to soap, were a begrimed 
lot, and. being steerage passengers, too, 
were mixed up with all classes and 
were directly exposed to the diphtheria 
on the ship. Several of the children 
had sore eyes, and one of them was 
sick, but whether with diphtheria or 
not the physician did not ascertain. Be 
will visit them every day, and if some 
of the children have diphtheria and 
others have not he will separate them. 


There were seventeen people enumer- 


ated in the letter, but only eleven ar- 
rived—six children and five adults.
